Regarding the argument concerning the combination of references, it is not clear what point applicant intends to make other than 
motivation may come from one of the references or from knowledge available to the ordinarily skilled artisan. The examiner agrees and 
has not stated anything to the contrary. Regarding the point that Englander is primarily concerned with the testing of vehicle mirrors, this 
does not negate the fact that Englander also discloses a crossview/crossover mirror. All of the references lie in the same field of 
endeavor, i.e. vehicular mirrors. The motivation to provide a vehicle mirror such as that shown by Englander with a motor to control the 
mirror's adjustment is found either in the secondary references or in the knowledge available to one having ordinary skill in the art who 
clearly recognizes the advantages of motorized adjustment of vehicle mirrors. In addition to these points of response and apart from the 
rejection of record, the examiner would like to note that since FMVSS 111 is a requirement which must be satisfied in order for a 
crossview/crossover mirror design to be used, prior art vehicle mirrors which satisfy this requirement are well known in the art. The 
examiner's specific reliance upon Englander for showing such a mirror design was primarily because of the explicit disclosure of 
compliance with this safety standard. 
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
